The meeting of the congregation of
Immuanuel Chureh was prosided
over by Colonel Eugene € Massle,
who was appointed commlesioner by
Judgae R. Carter Hcott, of the City Clr-
cult Court, and was In the nature
of a court procedure.

We
need to pluck up for our use all the
best of the Old Dominlon, the while
living up to the needs of the presont.
